Chicago, March 21.—As a result 


of what seemed a common shooting 
yesterday th« police have 
"become 


suddenly active and today are bend* 
ng their energies to connect Joseph 
lopkins, *h« injured <manj with the 
176,000 postoflfce 
rofcbery of last 


suiftmer. 


Hopkins was shot by "Dan" Kip- 
ey, a nephew^ of former Chief of Po- 
lice Kipley and himself <a former de- 
tective"* yesterd&y in a flat occupied 
by Lillie Arlington, otherwise known 


"Diamond Lill." "Xipley, who, 


with. 1ihe Woman, is under arrest, 
claims self-defecse. 
At St. Luke's 


hospital today Hopkins' condition 
waft said to be critical. 
Following 


the shooting it developed that Hop- 
kins had been leading a Jekyl-Hyde 
existence. He was identified, accord- 
ing to (the police, as a bank robber 
and burglar of national notoriety, 
but in Palos park, where he had a 
cosy little borne in a secluded spot 
sheltered by trees, it was found that 
he had a reputation as a. dispenser of 
charities, a giver to the churdh and 
a man of standing in society. 
His 


wife's standing was also of the best 
but when, she was brought into the 
police station policeman claim to have 
recognized her as the' woman tliey 
had known as "Blonde Marie." 


Kipley, while in nls cell, told a 


friend that Hopkins was a man for 
whom the police had been searching 
;n connection witlx'the postofficfc rob- 
bery. 
What the connection is has 


not been made plain, but it is pointed 
out tnat Hopkins is «n electrician, 


dHhat the hole^ drilled in the too*- 


toms of the safes in the postoffice 
were by tools receiving £ower from 


ne electrical device. An attempt 


to search the house yesterday failed, 
because no search*'Warrant <had te 
taken out. The warrant was secured 
today and Postoffice Inspector Stuart 


ay started for Italos ^mrk to make 


the search. 


The seirch of the Hopkins liouse 


brought to ligHt ft kit of burglar 
tools, but nothing was discovered 
cthowing that Hop&ifts tod anything 
to do -with the pwrtofflce robbery. 


Paper* giving directions for blow- 


ing safes and some dynamite and 
nitro glycerine were (also found ou 
the premises. Hopkins claims the 
explosives were used in clearing 
land.

Mrs. Mary Foster Bryner, of Chi- 


cago, gave the piincipal talk of the 
morning, her subject being "How to 
Teach 
a Primary Class," Mrs. 


Bryner outlined methods -which have 
proved very successful in teaching 


and her address will be full "of in- 
terest. 
THURSDAY EVENING SESSION. 


The evening meeting opened with 


a consecration 
service of teachera 


and officeis at 7 o'clock, follvwtd by 
a prayer and praise service, partici- 
pated in by the oongregHtioii. Th« 
choir of the African M. E. church 
sang several jubilee hymnf, which 
were greatly enjoyed. 


A very interesting addresa ww 


giv«n by State President W. C. Hall, 
who spoke in part as follows: 


"The Sunday school has a three- 


fold aim, first, to bring souls to 
Christ; second, to build up souls In 
Christ, and third, to send out soul* 
to Christ* 
Every member of the 


Sunday school should be vitally in- 
terested in these aims. Why should 
we be interested? Because the mod- 
ern Sunday school has a double 
church membeiship, it is not a place 
for children only, but for grown peo- 
ple. No one gets tox> old, too rich, 
too intelligent or too much honored 
to graduate from the Sunday school* 


"It is unfortunate, though never- 


theless tiue, that 
many Sunday 


schools are drifting along in a hap- 
hazard manner without a pilot. The 
idea so often pievaals that if we put 
in an hour each day with the child- 
len that our duty is done, and the 
same old lessons are gone over year 
aftei yeai without the children be- 
ing pioperly instructed. They may 
learn the lesson with their mouths, 
but not with their hearts. A teach- 


*s woik is only begun when a 


scholar is converted aiid unites with 
the chuich. 
The time has passed 


when anyone could teach the bible. 
Sense has taken the place of senti- 
ment. 
God inspired men to write 


the bible, but He does not inspire 
men to teach it. He has given them 
the pnvilege and power to learn to 
teach." 


The addiess of the evening was 


given by Alfied Day, of Detroit, 
whose subject was "Sunday School 
Evangelism." He said in part: 


"First, the spiritual issues in Sun- 


day school work involving the ques- 
tion of spiritual 
life as the 'ulti- 


mate aim of our work is a matter IBL 
which the attitude of the church 
should be expressed by a greater 
precaution in the selection of Sun- 
day school teachers. 
They shotild 


be designated publicly 
as are all 


ministers, thus turning the search- 
lights of the church upon their flt- 
ness of character and equipment! 


"In the second place, the church 


should demand spiritual results by 
going to the Sunday school pencil 
and pad in hand and tasking eaxxh 
teacher for the names of those ripe 
for membership in 4he church. 


"Thiidly, the chuich should use 


young converts by harnessing them 
to distinct service in Christian work. 
The teacher should! believe in the 
necessity of regeneration and should 
not be content simply with moral 
teaching, important as it is. Horal 
teaching alone is like adjusting tfoe 
hands of a vagrant watch at stand*

Capt Augustus C. Brown, 


eran soldier, for many years foreman 
of the Lake Shore and Michigan 
Southern's railroad freight house in 
this city, and well known to business 
men of the city, died at 11:30 o'clock 
this morning at his home, 43 East 
Second street. 


Death .was due to pneumonia and 


heart trouble and his illness was a 
protracted one. Early last summer 
Captain Brown suffered an attack of 
illness from which he never entirely 
recovered, and two months ago 'he 
was again compelled to take t> his 
bed. 
Then followed a gradual de- 


cline, wihich during the past week 
had been more pronounced* He had 
.taken little nourishment for days, 
and Thursday evening relapsed into 
a final unconsciousness, which ter- 
minated in his death just before noon 
today, 


Captain Brown was 64 years of age 


on the 3d of the present month. He 
was born March 3, 1838, in Miami 
county, Ohio, but came with his 
father, the late 'Henry Brown, to 
AUeii county previous to the civil 
war. The family settled in Eel River 
township. 
In 1861 Mr. Brown en- 


listed as a private in the Twelfth. In* 
diana volunteer infantry, 
serving 


one year. Returning home he re* 
enlisted in company E, Eighty-eighth 
Indiana volunteers, which was then 
forming in this city, and served 
throughout the remainder of the war, 
rising to tho rank of captain. 


In 1866 he was united in marriage 


to Miss Rebecca Shryock, of Perry 
township. 
They resided for a few 


years upon a farm north of the city, 
then removed in 1870 to Fort Wayne, 
which, lias since been, their home. 
For a "shout time Mr. Brown was in 
partnership with August Baals 
the restaurant business, then entered 
the employ of the Lake Shore rail- 
road, taking a position in the freight 
house, where he subsequently rose to 
the foreman-ship. 


Captain Brown is survived by the 


widow and one daughter, Mrs. Edith 
Watt, wife of John Watt, of tMs city. 
Mr. Brown was a member of the Un- 
ion Veteran Legion, of Sol D< Bayless 
lodge of Masons and of Trinity M, 
E. church. He was very 
widely 


known and universally esteemed. 


Funeral arrangements have not 


been, definitely concluded, but it is 
expected the services will be held on 
Sunday.

This 
barn is not the small frame structure 
familiar to many in thet 1900 cam- 
paign, but a substantial brick build- 
ing, plastered and partitioned 
off*

Mr, Bryan's new home has reached 
the foundation stage, and his object 
in moving is to enable himself and 
wife to be present and Tfratch the 
building of the superstructure, 
Mr, 


Bryan personally assisted in moving. 


New York, March 21.—Frank Con- 


ger, of Brooklyn, who died suddenly 
a few days ago in a Detroit hospital, 
bequeathed to his adopted daughter, 
Oressa Stewart Conger, whom he took 
from the arms of her dead mother a 
dozen years ago in a railroad wreck 
at Hamburg, N. Y.? an estate of ?0,- 
000,000. 


The girl is now 14 years old and 


for twelve years has been thought by 
many to be the daughter of Mr. and 
Mrs. Conger. 


The will has been filed with the 


suirogate of Ithaca. N. Y- 
Mr. Con- 


gei left no natural heirs, and the doc- 
ument states that the girl, whose in- 
come will be $350,000 a year, w.*<3 
the daughter of the Rev. E. E. Stew- 
art and wife, of Rochester, N. Y., 
both of whom were killed on March 
6, 1890, in the wreck on the Lake 
Shore road at Hamburg, N. Y. 


Ten persons weie killed and a score 


injured that night. During a bliz- 
zard a passenger train broke in two 
on a heavy grade and the runaway 
portion, consisting of a drawing room 
coach and four heavy sleepers, over- 
took the day coach and smashed it 
into kindling wood, 


George E. Allen, at that time gen- 


eral northern passenger agent of the 
Erie railroad; Harry T. Jaeger, of the 
same road, and Frank Conger him led 
from the drawing room coach to aid 
the victims. 


Over the wreckage they clambeieJ

It was some time be- 
fore the child could be located, bur 
finally Mr. Conger found her. 
On a 


pile of wreckage, half covered by 
drifting snow, lay a dead woman, and 
in her arms was the babe. 
The baby 


was taken back into the warm di aw- 
ing room car none too sewn, for she 
was nearly unwnscious. 
Mrs. Con- 


ger, an invalid, was in the car, anil 
to her care the baby was given. 


iMr. Conger saw in the child's dress 


a Masonic pin. As he was a promi- 
nent member in^the Masonic order he 
made immediate arrangements for 
the care of the* bodies of the father 
and mother of the child, 
Later re- 


leases were obtained from the grand- 
parents of the babe and Oressa was 
legally made the daughter of Mr. and 
Mrs, 
Conger.

Mr. Conger bequeathed a life in- 


terest in 'his estate to the widow and 
an annuity of $5,000 to the widow 
of a friend, for whom he had pro- 
vided since her husband's death.
